Working Through the Guilt: 

The Achievement of Stanley Kamow

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The keynote address at this years AJCCA 
convention in Mobile was delivered by Mr. 
Stanley Kamow, author of Mao and China: 
From Revolution to Revolution (1972) 
and Vietnam: A History (1984). Born in 
New York City, Mr. Karnow graduated from 
Harvard and attended the Ecole des 
Sciences Politiques in Paris. He first went to 
Southeast Asia for Time and Life magazines 
in 1959, and thereafter served as 
correspondent for The Observer (London), 
the Saturday Evening Post, and NBC 
News. He is now a syndicated columnist and 
director of the International Writers Service. 

Mr. Karnow served as chief correspondent 
for “Vietnam: A Television History/ a 13-part 
documentary film series which aired on PBS 
last fall. The series has received numerous 
awards, including the prestigious Polk Prize 
for television documentary, and is currently 
under consideration for a Pulitzer Prize. 

The following is an excerpt from an 
interview in Mobile with Mr. Kamow 
conducted by Dr. Mitchell Summerlin of 
Calhoun State Community College with help 
from Dr. Randy Cross, also from Calhoun. 

CL Mr. Kamow, when did you begin 

work on the documentary, and 
how long did it take? 

A. ! conceived the idea for the book when 
two GIs were killed in Vietnam in 1959. 
They were Major Dale R. Buis and 
Master Sergeant Chester M. Ovnand. 
Actually, they were the first to die 
during the Vietnam Era, the official 
American euphemism for a war that 
was never formally declared. They 
were killed at Bienhoa. I began writing 
the book in the summer of 1977, but 
the idea of a television series didn’t 
occur to me until 1978, when it was 
proposed by Lawrence Grossman, 
president of the Public Broadcasting 
System. I wrote and revised, and was 
still revising through the summer of 

1983. 


Q. What was your chief difficulty? 

A. Funding. Vietnam was still a painful 
subject, and many organizations didn’t 
want to associate themselves with 
controversy. We got a million and a 
half dollars from the National 
Endowment for the Humanities, and 
that got us started. But that really isn’t 
much for a television series, and under 
the Reagan Administration, even that 
was reduced. 

GL Is the final product what you 
hoped it would be? 

A. I think it’s informative, and I hope it’s 
good. 

CL Do you think, sir, that your book 
will be considered the definitive 
history of the Vietnam War? 

A. Well, definitive means forever. I’m 
human, and Fd like to accomplish 
something that will be remembered. 
But 1 don’t really think I’ve said it all. 
There’s always something else to 
write. 

Q. For the moment, then, do you 
think it might be adopted for use 
as a college history text, say in a 

seminar on Vietnam? 

A. I think somebody might want to use it. 1 

hope so. Like I said earlier: I hope it’s 
that good. 

Q. Mr. Kamow, of all the places 
you’ve been and all the 
assignments you’ve covered, 
what was the most eiyoyable? 

A. Well, when you’re a journalist the story 
you’re working on is the greatest one 
— the only one — in the world. I went 
to Mainland China with Nixon in 1972, 
and that was significant and enjoyable. 
I lived in Hong Kong for eleven years 
while 1 covered Southeast Asia. My 
family lived there, too — in fact, two of 


my children were born there — so that 
made it nice. I didn’t want them to live 
in Vietnam, if I had to decide, though, 
Fd say that North Africa was my 
favorite place to work. 

CL Let me ask you about some of 
your noteworthy acquaintances. 
What do you think of Alexander 
Haig? Do you know him? 

A. Yes, I know him. He always struck me 
as obsessed with the idea of being 
President. I had the impression he was 
absolutely ruthless. More than 
anything else, his “I’m in charge here’ 
speech when Reagan was shot in 1981 
revealed his true character. 

GL You don’t think he was trying to 
demonstrate, especially to the 
Soviets, that things were under 
control at the time? 

A. Things were not under his control. 
Had the President been killed, the Vice- 
President would have assumed 

control. 

CL How well do you know Henry 
Kissinger? 

A. Better than 1 would like. He is shifty, 
vain, and very thin-skinned. And very 
paranoid. Do you know that he 

wiretapped his own staff when he was 
Secretary of State? 

CL No sir, / didn’t What do you think 

are Mr. Kissinger’s current 

professional goals ? 

A. He would like to be Secretary of State 
right now. Schultz will retire, and then it 
won’t surprise me to see Henry go after 
the appointment. 

CL What is your impression of 

President Reagan? 

A. He is nice, open, and friendly, but very 
dull.

CL Did you know President 
Kennedy? 

A. No. 1 wish 1 had. 1 knew Eisenhower 
and Johnson. The former struck me 
as a competent leader, a military “take 
charge type, which he was. Johnson 
was very boorish. And he could lose 
control of a situation. 

CL What would you change about the 
Presidency itself? 

A. The appointment system. There was a 
time when the only cabinet position 
awarded out of Presidential gratitude 
was the ‘back of the store 15 office of 
Postmaster General. No one could do 
any harm there. Now, merit does not 
always matter. People unsuited for the 
position often get appointed anyway. 
JFK appointed his brother Attorney 
General when there were many people 
more qualified for the job. 

CL Speaking of Attorney General, do 

you think Ed Meese will be 
confirmed ? 

A. No. i don’t think he’s qualified. But 
even if he were, he’s been enveloped in 
controversy. I think the president’s 
recommendation will be quietly 
withdrawn, but only after Meese has 
been exonerated of all criminal 
charges. 

CL / hear you're working on another 
documentary. Will you tell me 
about that? 

A. Certainly. I intend for it to be a 3*part 
television series on the American 
conquest and domination of the 
Philippines. 

CL Beginning with the Spanish 
American War? 

A. Beginning long before then, but 
including it, and carrying up to the 
present. 

CL What is your approach ? 

A. Weil, not many people realize it, but it 
too was a Vietnam-type conflict. The 
difference was that we went in with full 
force — and won. And for nearly half a 
century, the Philippines were really an 
American colony. 

CL And will this documentary appear 
as a book? 

A. No. I have television in mind from the 
outset. Nothing can dramatize war like 
film can. Dostoevski himself couldn’t 
have portrayed Vietnam as vividly as 
the television camera did. No, 1 don’t 
see a book in it. 


Dr. John E. Roueche, Professor and 
Director of the program in Community 
College Education at the University of Texas 
at Austin, spoke to the Commission on 
Faculty at the AJCCA Convention in Mobile 
on the topic “Teaching for Excellence.’ 1 In an 
eloquent presentation that was very well 
received, Dr. Roueche emphasized three 
areas of excellence in teaching. 

The first of these areas involved the 
expectation of instructors from their stu¬ 
dents, With comments like, “If you don’t 
expect and require much, you won’t achieve 
much,” and “We play silly games in our 
schools today,” Dr. Roueche quite clearly 
made his point: instructors should demand 
excellence from their students. He included 
in this discussion the demand for good 
behavior from students as well as good 
academic work. He seemed to fee! that 
students need a structured atmosphere with 
deadlines (no exceptions) and clearly stated 
course requirements which obviously must 
be met. He also stressed the importance of 
an interdisciplinary approach in teaching 
reading and writing skills: “We should accept 
the responsibility for seeing that students 
read and write well in all courses.” He went 
on to say that the “bottom line” was teaching 
students to “think and use language” by 
requiring more written work in the 
classroom. With some rather shocking 
statistics (“Half of today’s high school 
graduates are illiterate ... The average high 
school student whites two papers in four 
years of high school.”) Dr. Roueche pointed 
out that more than at any time in the past, 
colleges are facing the responsibility of

commented on the bright future” of those 
instructors of developmental courses. 

A second area of excellence in teaching, 
according to Dr. Roueche, involves 
standards and evaluation. He strongly 
suggested that all faculty members in a 
department agree on minimum 
requirements for particular courses. He 
emphasized the importance of the first day 
(or night) of classes as the motivating period, 
and he encouraged instructors to avoid 
simply announcing the names of the 
textbooks and dismissing class at this time. 
Arguing that 95% of most college evaluation 
is done at the lowest level of the cognitive 
domain, Dr. Roueche insisted that 
instructors review their evaluation 
procedures. 

“Support,” according to Dr. Roueche, is 
the third aspect of excellent teaching. He 
urged instructors to take a personal interest 
in their students. He suggested doing things 
like learning every student by name, shaking 
hands, and scheduling informal conferences 
to help alleviate student anxiety. “Sarcasm 
and ridicule have no place in the classroom,” 
he stated. Using a personal anecdote 
concerning his football-star son who 
suddenly joined the school choir, Dr. 
Roueche emphasized the importance of a 
genuine caring and encouraging attitude on 
the part of the teacher. 

Dr. Roueche concluded by saying, “No 
profession has a greater claim to nobility 
than ours,” and his inspiring remarks were a 
strong indication of his own “claim.”

Bishop State Notes New Program 


A $60,000job training grant, a new student 
center, a historic summer conference in 
Mobile and excellence in education took 
center stage recently at a news conference 
headed by Dr. Charles L. Payne, Chancellor 
of the State Department of Post Secondary 
Education, and Dr. Yvonne Kennedy, 
President of Bishop State Junior College. 

This was Dr. Payne s first visit to Bishop as 
Chancellor. During the conference, he said 
he recognizes the accomplishments and 
quality of instruction at Bishop State and said 
that the institution has been one of the most 
progressive of the state s two-year colleges. 

Dr. Kennedy announced a $60,OCX) job 
training grant in cooperation with the Job 
Training Partnership Act, formerly known as 
CETA. 

The grant will fund a word processing 
training program for adults over age 21 and 
will be launched within the next several 
months. 


“Participants will be provided with the 
basic skills needed for entry-level positions in 
word processing,” Dr. Kennedy said. 

Dr. Payne called the grant and the 
program “a bold step forward in serving high 
technological needs.” And he praised the 
program’s emphasis on retraining adults for 
the business world. 

During the news conference, Dr. Kennedy 
presented Dr. Payne with a copy of a 
feasibility study completed by Ketchum, Inc., 
a highly respected fund raising consulting 
firm, prerequisite to a proposed capital fund 
drive to raise $3 million for a Student Life 
Conference Complex at Bishop. 

Dr. Kennedy said the study showed a good 
report of the college’s impact on Mobile and 
would be the endorsement needed for 
expansion of Bishop State. Fund raising is 
expected to begin immediately, with 
groundbreaking as early as this fall. 

Dr. Payne also announced that Mobile has 
been selected as the site for the summer 


conference of the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools to be held in June. 

Dr. Payne, who was elected president of 
the SACS in 1982, said Bishop will co-host 
the event, which makes the first time the 
group, representing 10,000 institutions in 11 
southern states, has convened in Mobile. 

Dr. Kennedy pointed to the College’s 
Associate Degree in Nursing Program as 
evidence of a committment to excellence. 
For three consecutive quarters, the nursing 
program psychiatric nursing class at Bishop 
State attained a 99 class mean percentile 
(the highest possible score) on the National 
League of Nursing Test in Psychiatric 

Nursing. 

During the conference, Dr. Payne revealed 
plans to ask the Alabama Legislature for 
some $250,000 to be used in matching 
funds to help those institutions which are 
showing extra efforts in fund-raising for new 
programs and facilities.

“We have made a major 
improvement in the resources available for 
our mathematics, science, and computer 
science programs at Brewer,” said Boothe, 
“and 1 feel that the guests at our open house 
were genuinely impressed.” 

Brewer State s new facilities comprise 
laboratories and classrooms for physics, 
chemistry, microbiology, geology, 
astronomy, and computer science. Open 
house visitors were given guided tours of the 
complex and were met by student 
representatives of the Circle K Club and the 


College faculty. Paul Thompson, biology 
instructor, provided guests an explanation of 
the features of the new multi-purpose 
laboratory for geology and microbiology. Dr. 
Bobby Roberson afforded visitors to the 
astronomy observatory a glimpse of 
sunspots through a special filter mounted on 
the Celestron-14 telescope in Brewers 
revolving dome. Mathematics instructor and 
science department chairman, Jerry 
Killingsworth, displayed a full-color graphics 
program on one of 20 new Texas 
Instruments professional computers in the 
microcomputer center, and John Measel, 
computer science instructor, greeted guests 
with a tour of the central computer lab, which 
houses a Texas instruments 990/12 mini¬ 
computer, 12 terminals, and letter-quality 
and dot-matrix printers. 

In addition, area guests were invited to tour 
the learning resource center, the coliseum, 
and other laboratory and classroom facilities. 
“We really appreciated the support shown by 
the citizens of our area for the College,” said 


Boothe, “and we look forward to providing 
excellent higher education opportunities in 
our new facilities.”

Calhoun Speech Team Takes National Honors 


The Calhoun College speech team 
brought home the coveted sweepstakes, one 
gold and two bronze awards when they 
returned from the Phi Rho Pi National Junior 
College Speech Tournament. 

Sandy Williams from Decatur won first 
place for prose interpretation; Mark Miller 
from Priceville took third place in the oral 
interpretation event; and Mark Nelson from 
Eva showed his skills in prose interpretation 
by winning a bronze plaque. 

The three-member team amassed enough 
national points to win a fourth place 
sweepstakes trophy, a first in Calhoun’s 16 
years of competition. 

“This contest was the most arduous 
because Calhoun was competing against the 
best teams in the nation,” said Calhoun 
president Dr. James Chasteen. “Our 
students acquited themselves handsomely 
and brought honor to Calhoun and our area. 
We are very proud of them and the excellent 
work coach Ricky T. Gordon did in preparing 
them for the nationals.” 

It was the fifth straight year that a Calhoun 
speech team had won national recognition. 
Last year, Williams took third place honors in 
prose interpretation. 

Seventy-two of the nation’s best speech 
teams converged on Casper, Wyoming, 
March 26, to begin the competition. The 


three Calhoun orators pitted their skills 
against 425 students from across the U.S. 
during the week-long tournament. 

The nationals were a culmination of 
Calhoun s most successful year. The speech 
team has won 17 awards in competition 
against four year colleges and universities at 
the University of Alabama in Birmingham, 
the University of West Florida and Berry 
College. 

All of this years team members are 
graduating from Calhoun. Miller and Nelson 
are Brewer High graduates and will attend the 
University of Alabama in Birmingham. 
Williams, an Austin High graduate, has 
chosen the University of North Alabama.

In abe/qed Programs ESJC Utilizes Computer Instruction 


Computer Assisted instruction - one of the 
most modem teaching methods available * is 
now being utilized for the Adult Basic 
Education/Genera I Education Develop¬ 
ment Program (ABE/GED) at Enterprise 
State Junior College. 

Five micro-computers were provided for 
the program last fall through ABE 310 
federal funds for use by the almost 100 
students enrolled in ABE/GED at the ESJC 
campus. 

Two sessions of ABE/GED are scheduled 
on campus. Both meet from 6 - 8 p.m. One 
meets on Mondays and Wednesdays and the 
other on Tuesdays and Thursdays. The five 
computers are located in a room adjacent to 
the ABE/GED classroom in the Fine Arts 
Building. 

Mrs. Kay Locklier, instructor, said that each 
learner usually gets about 30 minutes per 
session on the computer. “Students are 
given an Adult Performance Level Test to 
determine knowledge and skill levels,” Mrs. 
Locklier said. “Then a complete 
individualized program is designed to start 
them at their proper level and move them 
towards their desired goal. A computer aide- 


Watt Named

a student majoring in computer science at 
ESJC - assists the learners in the computer 
program study and shows them how to use 
the computer,” she added. 

“We use software designed specifically for 
adults who need to improve functional 
literacy and coping skills,” Dr. Mary Baurer, 
Director, Community Services, said. “The 
skills emphasized include reading, writing, 
computation, problem-solving, and identifi¬ 
cation of facts and terms. These skills are 
taught by using computer software dealing 
with consent areas of health, consumer 
economics, community resources, 
occupational knowledge and government 
and law. More than 40 instructional software 
packages are currently being used in the 
classes. Examples are Reading an Advertise¬ 
ment, Computing Your Income, Consumer 
Help, and On-The-Job Communications. It is 
obvious to us that the use of computers for 
practice and reinforcement of basic skills has 
already been extremely beneficial to the 
students.” 

“Computer aides, Peggy Fremd and Rose 
Babie, teach the adult learners to operate the 
computer terminals which give the learners 
actual experience and potential job skills on 
computer terminal operations. Once they 
find that they can use the computer, they 
gain confidence and motivation increases.” 
Use of the computers also give the 
instructors more time to work on an 
individual and small group basis with the 
students. 

Performance is measured by computer 
scoring on each unit of study, completion of 
exercises to reinforce computer work, and 
pretest/post-test scores on the Adult Perfor¬ 
mance Level Survey and the Test of Adult 
Basic Education. 

An example of the variety of students 
found in one class can be seen by a visit to 
Mrs. Lazette Michael's class. One woman, 
Mrs. Virgile Ruckers, in her sixties could not 
read or write when she enrolled last year. She 
attended classes four nights a week and can 
now read basic words used in everyday 
living. “It’s so wonderful,” she said, “When 
you can t read, you cannot do much. 1 can 
now read part of the Bible and am looking 
forward to the day when I can read it all,” she 
added. 

Another student, Kathy Kelly, quit school 
in the tenth grade, got married and has two 
daughters ages 3 and 4. She wants to be a 
computer programmer, but she must obtain 
her GED certificate in order to enroll in the 
ESJC computer program. She is making 
good progress and hopes to take the GED 


next quarter. “Actually getting the computers 
and having persons in the computer science 
program to teach us has really helped me. 1 
now feel confident that I can work with 


computers. Before, I just thought I’d like it.” 
Kathy had been out of school 12 years when 
she enrolled in the ABE/GED program at 
ESJC last year. 

“ESJC will duplicate locally-developed 
materials used in this program for other insti¬ 
tutions and agencies at the cost of 
duplication,” said Dr. Bauer. “We will also 
provide project results and copies of 
bibliographies for commercially purchased 
materials and locally-purchased and locally- 
tested materials to other institutions and 
agencies. Also, the project director, 
computer and information science faculty 
volunteers, and ABE instructors will provide 
consulting services upon request to other 
institutions and agencies,” she added. 

The junior college is in the process of 
placing computers in almost every 
instructional area. This far, microcomputers 
are being used in the Tutorial Assistance 
Program (TAPS), the Counseling and 
Guidance Department, the Math and 
Science Division, the Secretarial Science 
Program, and the ABE/GED program,These 
programs are scheduled in addition to the 


computer information science training 
courses offered at ESJC. 

“Computer assisted instruction offers 
many advantages to learners and helps 
teachers to diagnose more thoroughly 
specific areas of individual strengths and 
weaknesses, while providing the learners 
with basic computer knowledge and skills. 
The program enables the junior college to 
better fulfill its mission and responsibilities to 
this community,” Dr. Bauer said.

Dr. George R, McCormick, President of 
Jefferson Davis State Junior College, was 
recently awarded the prestigious honor of 
induction into the College President’s Hall of 
Honor at the National Phi Theta Kappa 
Convention. This distinguished award was 
presented to Dr. McCormick for his support 
of the Phi Theta Kappa honor fraternity at 
previous institutions where he was employed 
as well as the chapter on the Jeff Davis 
campus.

Dr. McWhorter's Achievements 


The month of February has the utmost 
significance on the calendar of Lurfeen B. 
Wallace State Junior College. For it was on 
Valentine’s Day, 1969, that offices were first 
opened on the square in an old bank building 
and Dr. William H. McWhorter launched his 
career as President of LBW. 


The college opened its doors for 297 
students in 1969 and now boasts an 
enrollment of over 900. In addition, LBW has 
opened a center in Greenville to better serve 

the students in that area. 

In the fifteen years Dr. McWhorter has 
served as College President, more than 
15,000 students have been served and 1,041 
degrees have been conferred. A high 
number of these students have graduated 
with honors and most have gone on to 
complete their baccalaureate degrees. Many 
now serve as teachers, nurses, doctors, 
lawyers, bankers, and businessmen in this 
area. 

According to Dr. McWhorter, the greatest 
achievement in the past fifteen years has 
been the development and recognition 
throughout the South of LBW’s outstanding 
academic program. Literally thousands of 
students of ail ages and backgrounds have 
benefited from the quality, educational 
programs provided at LBW by a dedicated 
Academic Dean and instructional staff. The 


College continues to meet the needs of the 
people by adding new programs and 
courses. A good example is the development 
and expansion of the Computer Program 
which provides learning opportunities for 
those students who plan a computer career 
as well as housewives, teachers and 
businessmen who are confronted with the 
mysteries of this new science. 

A recent and one of the most successful 
programs has been Forestry. The LBW 
Forestry Program which started in 1980 has 
gained recognition over the Southeast with 
evey graduating student now employed or 
attending a four-year institution. 

The College is proud that it has become a 
leader in all areas of college life. The LBW 
Saints Basketball Team was the winner of the 
Alabama Junior College Conference 
Southern Division in 1982 and 1983 and the 
Saints Baseball Team ranked as one of the 
best in the state. The women’s basketball 
team in its second year had a winning record. 

Among the outstanding accomplish¬ 
ments of LBW has been the erection of five 
multi-modern air conditioned buildings: The 
Wallace Administration Building, the 
Learning Resources Center, the Jeff Bishop 
Student Center, Gymnasium, and the Martha 


and Solon Dixon Center for the Performing 
Arts which was made possible by the 
generous contribution of Dr. and Mrs. Solon 
Dixon. Other buildings include a fully 
equipped maintenance building, a golf 
house with a nine-hole golf course and 
lighted driving range, six lighted tennis 
courts, a softball field, and a two-mile Scenic 
Trail that encircles the LBW campus. Other 
progress includes the recent paving around 
the Student Center, Gymnasium, and Dixon 
Center. 

Dr. McWhorter attributes the real success 
of the college to the support and effort of 
many local citizens who took the time to 
make the college a show place of education. 
Members of the Founding Committee 
including Dige Bishop, Ed Danneily, Dent 
Williams, CJ. Sullivan, Sol Rosen, and the 
unnamed thousands of individuals, clubs 
and organizations who have given time and 
money are the true builders of the college. 
Once the college began, the untiring efforts 
of the Deans, Faculty, and Staff deserve 
recognition, according to McWhorter. 

Started by Robert Albritton, the LBW 
Foundation provides scholarships for many 
deserving students and has grown from no 
funds in 1976 to more than $100,000 in 
assets today. This has made it possible for 
LBW to award 21 scholarships to students in 
the attendance area of Covington, Butler, 
and Crenshaw Counties. These scholarships 
are in addition to performing arts 
scholarships, (music and drama), athletic 
scholarships, honor scholarships, and a 
complete financial aid program including 
grants and work-study opportunities. 

A native of Jacksonville, Alabama, Dr. 
McWhorter graduated from high school 
there and received his Bachelor of Science 
degree from Jacksonville State University. He 
completed his Master of Arts Degree at 
Peabody College in Nashville, Tennessee, 
and retu rned to the University of Alabama to 
complete his doctorate program. 

His teaching experience began at Oxford, 
Alabama, where he taught science/mathe¬ 
matics and coached football and basketball. 
He later taught and coached at Blue Springs 
High School in Barbour County. He returned 
to his Alma Mater, Jacksonville State 
University, to teach Chemisty. Later he 
reached an Honoray Doctor s Degree from 
JSU. For three years he was principal at 
Wildwood and White Springs High Schools 
in Florida. He served for two years in the 

Army.
